Industry favorite topic 


at candidates forum

Attracting 
industry 
to 
Lompoc 
appeared to be the favorite topic of 
discussion during the City Council Can­ 
didates Forum sponsored by the Junior 
Alpha Club at the First Presbyterian 
Church last night. 
All of the candidates favored more 
business and more people for the city. 
Those who were not sure it could be 
accomplished by bringing in new in­ 
dustry, thought the construction of the 
Lompoc Narrows Dam would do the trick. 
More than 150 people appeared to hear 
all eight candidates discuss issues and 
various problems the city might l)e 
faced with in the coming years. 
The candidates included incumbents 
Richard Jacoby, Robert MacClure and 
Brooks Speight. The others were George 
Cotsenmoyer, 
Floyd 
Dunlap, 
Sol 
Lefkowitz, 
Henry Ramirez and F.C. 
Stevens. 
Conducting the program as moderator 
was Don Olsen of Vandenberg Village, 
president of the Village Rotary Club. 
Cotsenmoyer said new industry was 
needed in Lompoc to broaden the tax 
base and provide more jobs. 
He said 
civic pride was a key in attracting 
industry to the city and that the recently 
formed women’s Flower Power group 
will help promote civic pride by getting 


Lompoc citizens to help cleanup and 
beautify the city. 
Lefkowitz said the city must attract 
beneficial industry and to do this an 
industrial site needs to be made avail­ 
able and improved with utilities and easy 
access to the property. He said money 
being spent by the Chamber of Com­ 
merce in an attempt to attract industry 
has brought no results and could be 
spent more wisely. 
Speight said considerable progress 
has already been made by the Chamber 
of Commerce on industrial development. 
He pointed out that 
bringing industry 
to a city is a highly competitive business 
and many cities have ftill time people 
doing the work. 
He said the Chamber 
industrial committee is ambitious and 
hard working and has compiled an abun­ 
dance of facts and figures which are 
easily available to industry showing 
interest in Lompoc. 
Stevens said the Chamber committee 
has planted the seeds of good industrial 
development and now the city must begin 
to harvest these seeds. 
He said a 
Lompoc Ambassadors Club should be 
set up and people who do a lot of 
traveling, such as people at Vandenberg 
Air Force Base, should promote Lompoc 
wherever they go, 
Dunlap said he wanted industry for 
the city but feels it is now too late, 
that Santa Maria beat Lompoc to the 


punch. 
He said he favored construction 
of the dam, however, to help the Lompoc 
economy. 
He said the dam will provide 
at least 500 jobs during its construction 
and from 250 and 300 jobs once it is 
built. 
He said the city needs the jobs, 
the recreation that would be provided 
by the reservoir and that the dam will 
eventually pay for itself. 
Ramirez said he also favored industry, 
but in the event industry does not come 
in or VAFB is cutback drastically, he 
said the city would need the dam to 
provide 
jobs 
and 
attract people to 
Lompoc. 
Others commenting favorably on the 
dam included Cotsenmoyer, Speight and 
MacClure. 
Other issues discussed were storm 
drains, street improvements, urban re­ 
newal, 
drug abuse, police problems,

Swords, daggers, bomb threat

SEOUL (UPD - Fifteen radical Jap­ 
anese students who hijacked a Japanese 
airliner with swords and daggers held 
100 persons hostage in a locked air­ 
liner at Spoul airport tonight and threa­ 
tened to blow themselves up with bombs 
if they were not taken to Communist 
North Korea. 
The students seized the plane in Japan 
and ordered the pilot to fly to North 
Korea. But the pilot turned back to 
Seoul when he encountered ground fire 
over the North. Seoul authorities staged 
an elaborate ruse to convince the 15 
students they were in Pyongyang, but 
they failed. 
“ This is Pyongyang and we welcome

rules on

WASHINGTON (UPD - The Supreme 
Court ruled today that a judge has the 
right to remove an abusive, unruly de­ 
fendant from the courtroom in a crim­ 
inal case and proceed with the trial 
in his absence. 


An opinion written by Justice Hugo 
L. Black also upheld the right of a 
judge to bind and gag an obstreperous 
defendant and to cite him for contempt 
of court. 


The court recognized that it was a 
serious step to bar a defendant from 
his own trial but Black 
rleclared: “ It 
would degrade our country and our judi- 
cial system to permit our courts to be 
bullied, insulted and humiliated and their 
orderly progress thwarted and obstruct­ 
ed by defendants brought before them 
charged with crimes.”

WASHINGTON (UPD - The Nixon ad- 
ministration has given the nation’s pos­ 
tal unions an undisclosed written pro[)o- 
sal, presumably a new wage offer, as at­ 
tempts continued today to solve the griev­ 
ances which triggered the country’s first 
post office strike.

Senate committee in approval of tax revenues 


for rapid transit systems, smog research 


SACRAMENTO 
(UPI) 
- 
Abruptly reversing itself, the 
Senate Transportation Commit­ 
tee has approved legislation to 
spend $90 million in gasoline 
tax revenue to pay for rapid 
transit 
systems 
and 
smog 
research. 
By 
an 8-4 roll call vote 
Monday, the committee erased 
its long-standing opposition to 
diverting 
the funds and ap­ 
proved the measure by Sen. 
Nicholas C. Petris, D-Oakland. 
It marked the first time the 
panel had agreed to use some 
of $600 million annually collect­ 
ed in gas tax funds for other 
than highway building. 
" I 
think 
we’re 
at 
the 
crossroads today that’s poing to 
shape the course of our efforts 
to eliminate air pollution,” said 
Petris. 
He said his proposed constitu­ 
tional amendment, which would 
need voter approval if passed 
by lawmakers, would speed up 
construction of mass transit 
systems while lessening the 
dependence on cars. 
“ It will encourage people to 
leave the poison gas buggies at 
home,” Petris told the commit­ 
tee. “ I like our freeways and 
use them all the time, but 
they’re going to strangle us one 
of these days.” 
Sen. Lawrence 
Walsh, 
D- 
Huntington Park, voieedopposi­ 
tion to the diversion saying it 
would 
requir* 
cutting 
back 
highway construction. However, 
Walsh said he could possibly 
support added smog research 
funds. 
Sen. 
Randolph Collier, I)- 
Yreka, chairman of the com­ 
mittee 
that 
has 
bottled 
up 
similar legislation the past 20 
years, noted $1.5 million has 
been allocated this year by the 
state from motor vehicle fuel 
tax revenues to finance smog 
research.

Petris told the committee 
there were not any cars — 
except 
impractical 
electric 
cars — that could meet the re­ 
quirement. He said the measure 


was designed as an incentive to 
invent “ clean” vehicles and for 
the public to buy them. 


However, the committee then 
approved a bill writing into law 
strict new exhaust emission 
standards 
adopted this past

The standards would apply to 
1975 models, 
Petris 
noted, 
adding that

Grocer Leon 
LaBianca and his wife were 
knifed to death Aug. 10.

Later in his testimony the 
Representative indicated that he 
has carefully considered the 
changes in the Impact Aid Pro­ 
gram recently proposed by the 
Administration and subsequent­ 
ly introduced in the House of 
Representatives as H. P. 16307 
and H. R. 16384. 
The conclusions which Con­ 
gressman T eague drew from his 
study of the proposals were 
that, “ The drastic cuts which 
are proposed in the category B ’ 
entitlements would cause a de­ 
finitely crippling hardship on 
the schools in my District. For 
example, 
last year schools in 
my District received over $7 
million in impacted aid and a 
substantial portion of the as­ 
sistance was for children who 
fall in the ’category B ’ classi­ 
fication. As a matter of fact, 
in my District there are 24,- 
764 such ‘category B ’ pupils 
and 6,531 ‘category A’ pupils. 
Payments for ‘B ’ pupils in fis­ 
cal year 1968 amounted to $4.3 
million, and payments for cate­ 
gory ‘A’ pupils amounted to 
$2.2 million. The money was 
utilized in a total of 34 schools 
in my District and a reduction 
in the aid paid for them would 
have a chain reaction essenti­ 
ally reaching every one of our 
children. 
In concluding his testimony 
the Representative 
from Ojai 
stated, “ I am deeply concerned 
about the quality of education 
in our schools in this country 
and especially in my District. 
Any proposals which threaten 
to reduce the quality of educa­ 
tion must be carefully consid­ 
ered and the dollar savings to 
the Federal Government must 
be weighed against the potential 
problems it will create. After 
careful examination of the op­ 
eration of Public Laws 815 and 
874, I must strongly oppose 
the current efforts to cripple the 
effects of the program. When 
such proposals come to a vote, 
I intend to support the cause 
of education in my District and 
the country and vote against the 
proposal.

Proposals made at a meeting 
last week include the merger 
of the Lompoc and Santa Maria 
groups and the hiring of a 
professional executive to serve 
northern Santa Barbara County;

Under one proposal 
Lompoc would have to shoulder 
a $3,000 financial responsibi­ 
lity as its share of the cost 
of a professional executive for 
the remainder of the year. 


The discussions have been 
spurred by failure of the Lom­ 
poc group to meet its finan­ 
cial obligations to 14 commu­ 
nity service welfare groups. 


There was a consensus among 
key Lompoc officials that past 
reliance 
on 
volunteers 
had 
proved unsatisfactory. 
Five 
years ago the Lompoc group 
split off from the Santa Maria 
United Fund organization be­ 
cause of a dispute over the 
division of various community 
wide contributions.

Baseball’s collection of o l d - t i m e r ’s days and all-star 
games and Fourth of Ju ly fireworks disp.ays anti Memorial 
Day doubleheaders are mere throwbacks to distant dec­ 
ades when an even younger America fancied itself on the 
intellectual prowess of reciting from memory batting aver 
ages of friend and foe alike.

By the time September 
came along the fans were long disinterested in baseball 
and it is no wonder that 86,000 Clevelanders turned out 
while the Indians were on the road to watch a pro football 
doubleheader last August on a night that was humid. 95 
degrees, and threatened to evaporate Lake Erie. 


Cleveland fans kept saying. “ Gee, if only we could see 
the Mets play, we'd stay interested in baseball until the 
end . . 
and the people in Anaheim were saying, “ Gee, 
it only we could see the Mets play, we'd stay interested in 
baseball until the end 
and none of them did. With the 
inevitable coming ot fall, their fancies turned to thoughts 
of football and the baseball season ended in both cities (and 
several others) not with a thud nor a whimper but with the 
gurgling ot a man di owning. 


Baseball must, it seems, do something to appease the 
one-league cities (especially those with losing teams! or it 
may wind up with a few more no-league cities. Inter-league 
play could be an answer, hut other problems still remain. 
It the Cleveland franchise goes and the Seattle franchise 
Loes. and a few more cases like those involving Denny M c­ 
Lain and Curt Flood surface, baseball’s future could lie 
squarely on its ability to keep from becoming the first sport 
in history to self-destruct.

W atch Y our G rip 


There is a tendency early 
in the season to fall into dan­ 
gerous patterns of gripping 
the club. You may well feel 
weaker holding the club, and 
move to a stronger grip, 
sliding your hands more to 
the right. 1 am prone to do 
this myself. The new grip 
feels more comfortable, and 
comfort is always a strong 
temptation. 
But don’t give in to it. 
Maintain a good grip and 
your chances of hitting the 
hall straight are much bet­ 
ter. You’ll get used to your 
old grip after a few weeks. 
I hesitate to recommend 
any particular grip to you, 
but there are few fundamen­ 
tals that you should bear in 
mind. The idea is to have 
the hands working in unison 
on the club, not fighting one 
another. The palms of your 
hands, when opened on the 
club, should be parallel. 
Grip firmly, but do not 
strangle the club. The club 
should feel heavy in the left 
hand but not the right. The 
right hand’s influence on the 
swing should be mainly with 
the fingers. 
Be alert to how you are 
gripping when the pressure 
is on during a round. If you

Both salmon and rock fishing 
has been on the quiet side with 
little activity as far as local 
waters are concerned. 
From a survey taken by a 
local fisherman on the feed fish 
angle, it was reported that no 
trace of anchovies could be 
found in a search from the Red 
Light off Avila Beach to Point 
Sal and back to Pecho Rock. 
Sportsmen gained one of the 
best victories ever accomplish­ 
ed when a meeting of the Cali­ 
fornia Fish and Game Commis­ 
sion was called in an emergen­ 
cy measure to halt the anchovy 
take for reduction purposes in 
Zone I. After a long session, 
the commission ordered a stop 
on anchovy fishing in the zone 
and set a 12-mile boundary 
along other areas where anchov­ 
ies may not be taken for re­ 
duction purposes. 
Zone I extends from Point 
Dume to the west end of Cata­ 
lina Island and then on a line 
east of Dana Point. While this 
is some way from our locale, 
there is no doubt it will benefit 
the local situation. If and where 
the boundary set that runs along 
the Santa Barbara - San Luis 
Obispo coastline, we have not 
been able to find out. Howev­ 
er, there is no doubt the DFG 
is now aware of the condition 
that exists with the slaughter 
of anchovy. 
Commercial interests fought 
against the closure, but the 
powers that be are now on the 
side 
of 
the sportsmen. They 
were reminded that similar in­ 
terests were responsible for 
the virtual end of the sardine 
and blue mackerel fisheries. 
As an indication of the slow 
activity in local waters, Harbor 
Associates in Port San Luis 
could only 
report 19 salmon 
brought in by 11 boats for the 
week ending March 27. 
FRESH WATER FISHING 
The 
new regulation that op­ 
ened more lakes and reservoirs 
is already boosting local trout 
fishing. Particularly affected is 
Lopez 
Lake 
east of Arroyo 
Grande, where it is hoped stock­ 
ing can be maintained suffici­ 
ently to keep pace with the pres­ 
sure that even so early in the 
season is being experienced. 
It is doubtful that Lopez will 
be able to stand the 10 - trout 
limit which will go into effect 
for the period of May 2 through 
Nov. 15. Caehuma Lake had to 
go to a five - trout limit year- 
round and this may also be the 
case at Lopez. Only time will 
tell. 
A planting was made at Lo­ 
pez 
last 
week and with the 
Easter holiday crowd, it was 
needed. We were amazed to see 
many juvenile fishermen out— 
and they usually appearedto out- 
fish the older members of the 
families. Among those at Lopez 
last week was a group from 
Lompoc headed by Murray Les­ 
ter.

Time is marching on and al­ 
ready the DFG has made its

game season to be longer and 
a special spring hunt for tur­ 
keys in addition to the fall hunt. 
Proposals by the DFG would 
add two weeks to such upland 
game seasons as pheasant, chu- 
kar, quail, squirrels and rab­ 
bits. The deer limit would be 
one buck, forked horn or better, 
in all areas except the northeast 
part of the state, which would 
remain one buck, three points 
or better. The early season is 
proposed for Aug. 1 to Sept. 
20 and the late season would 
open Sept. 26 and run through 
Nov. 8. All proposals will be 
acted upon at the Apr. 2 meet­ 
ing of the commission. 
GENERAL NOTES 
A joint study by the DFG 
and the Oregon Fish Commis­ 
sion indicated four possible so­ 
lutions 
to the silver salmon 
problem with regard to “ shak­ 
ers.” Fishery biologists of the 
two states said the best solu­ 
tion appeared to be a split sea­ 
son with a May 15 to June 15 
closure in problem areas.

chronically recurring headache 
originates 
in the neck, two 
scientists studied 100 headache- 
prone children. 
They 
all 
had 
recurring 
headaches of adult type without 
apparent cause. The scientists 
stretched 
their 
necks 
with 
gentle traction and produced 
lasting cures in 97 of them. 
Drs. Murray M. Braaf and 
Samuel Rosner, who have given 
years 
to 
the 
riddles 
of 
headaches, reported these re­ 
sults to the American Associa­ 
tion for the Study of Headache. 
They became interested in 
children because so many adult 
patients traced their chronic 
headaches back to childhood 
and because children’s necks 
are subject to hazards unknown 
to adults. 
Children wrestle and their 
necks get twisted. Children fall 
from 
bicycles 
and 
sleds, 
sometimes 
on their 
necks. 
Children can get hit on the 
neck, with baseball bats and 
other sticks. 
Pain and stiffness in the neck 
disappear in a day or two and 
the injury is forgotten. But that 
slight injury can be permanent 
and 
flower periodically into 
headaches, according to theory. 
The spine has a purve in it, 
the “ Lordotic curve.” A twisted 
neck could lessen or sharpen 
the curve. Or a mild neck 
injury 
could 
be 
to 
the 
ligaments. 
Braaf, an orthopedic surgeon, 
is director of the Headache 
Clinic at New York’s Stuyve- 
sant Hospital where Rosner is 
director 
of 
neurology 
and 
neurosurgery. 
In 
their 
series 
of 
100 
headachy children 8 to 16 years 
old accumulated over years of 
study, they systematically eli­ 
minated all known causes of 
headache except the neck. X- 
ray and other checks indicated 
the necks were involved. 
They put all the necks into 
stretching 
traction 
for 
30 
minutes 3 times a week, using 4 
to 7 pound weights, over 1 to 2 
months. Only 4 of the 100 were 
hospitalized; 
the 
remainder 
were office patients. 
The first few patients are 
now 20 years away from their 
childhood 
traction 
and 
the 
others have been followed for 
at least two years. Except in 
three instances there have been 
no recurring headaches. 
“ The neck must be consi­ 
dered a prime suspect in every 
headache 
case 
of 
unknown 
origin in children as well as 
adults,” Braaf and Rosner told 
their fellow headache specia­ 
lists.

CLAREMONT (UPI) - The 
modest house on a tree^ lined 
street in this college community 
is a long way from home for 
Mrs Myrlie Evers, a candidate 
for Congress, and her t h r e e 
children. 
But it is also a long way from 
the memory of that July day in 
1963 when her husband, civil 
rights leader Medgar Evers, 
was 
gunned 
down 
on 
the 
doorstep 
of 
their 
Jackson, 
Miss., home 
“ We remained in our home in 
Jackson 
for a year,” 
Mrs 
Evers said 1 But it was very 
difficult living there with all the 
reminders that a woman has 
after living with her man. It 
was living the same scene 100 
times a dayt 
“ It was that kind of thing 
that made it necessary for us 
to move. 
“ The move to California was 
simply 
one 
that 
was 
done 
because 
Medgar had always 
said 
that 
if we 
ever 
left 
Mississippi, we would go to 
California. We just naturally 
grivitated to California.” 
Why did she pick Claremont, 
a 
small 
community 
at 
the 
eastern edge of Los Angeles 
County? 
“ The surroundings were plea­ 
sant, the schools good and the 
Claremont 
Colleges 
were 
here I 
had 
decided 
to 
go 
back to college .because 1 was 
the sole breadwinner in the 
family. It was simply a matter 
of necessity. 
“ Meantime, I had to try to 
make the adjustment to being a 
long way from relatives and 
friends and from one kind of 
society to another. 
From a 
completely closed black society 
into one that was predominant­ 
ly white, which, I might add 
had 
nothing to do with the 
move. 
“ I wasn’t aware of the racial 
makeup of Claremont until 1 
had made my down payment 
My main concern was building 
a 
life 
for 
myself 
and my 
children, Claremont just hap­ 
pened to fit the picture." 
Despite the fact that she Was 
only the third Negro to move 
into the community, Mrs. Evers 
felt her reception was “ warm­ 
hearted.” 
“ The people in the town were 
extremely friendly,’ she said. 
“ But as always there were 
rumors that there were people 
in the town that were not in the 
least bit happy about my move 
here 
. 
. 
because of the 
stereotype of black people and 
especially black people from 
Mississippi. 
“ There 
were 
no 
crosses 
burned or rocks thrown here,” 
she added “ I guess the closest 
thing we had to trouble was 
some 
name 
calling, 
but 
it 
wasn’t anything that our ears 
had not been accustomed to,’' 


At the time of her move, in 
1964, she said there probably 
wasn’t 
any 
white 
area 
in 
Jackson where .» homeowner 
would 
even have considered 
selling her a home. And if she 
had been able to buy into a 
white 
neighborhood, 
“ i nere 
would have beeen some kind of 
trouble. I’d be willing to bet my 
life on that.’ 
She feels much freer here, 
although she still gets hate 
mail, 
including 
some 
from 
within the 24th Congressional 
District where she is seeking 
the Democratic nomination 
“ Here, we were able to sit in 
the front room, with our backs 
to the window for the first time 
without having to worry whe 
ther it would be safe to sit like 
that after dark. 
‘Back in Mississippi, we used 
to 
play 
a 
game 
with 
the 
children, Where would be the 
safest place in the house to 
hide? The kids agreed it is in 
the bathtub.” 
♦ 
But 
the 
sound 
of 
a car 
backfiring still sends shivers up 
her back 
Mrs. 
Evers 
admitted 
to 
feeling guilty, for a while, about 
leaving Mississippi 
“ I brought with me a feeling 
of guilt—guilt that perhaps by 
leaving 
Mississippi 
I 
was 
deserting what my husband had 
worked and had died for, to 
Improve the quality of life in 
America for his people. But in 
doing that, also helping to raise 
the quality of life for everyone 
in that state, both black and 
white 
It was his pnilosophy 
that in helping the blacks, it 
would also be helping the other 
people in the state. 
“ I questioned whether I was 
loing the right thing 
“ However, upon moving to 
California, 1 found that there 
was no need to feel guilty at all 
because 
there were 
enough 
human 
problems, some that 
were almost identical and some 
similar to those that existed in 
my home state and if I were to 
feel guilty about anything, it 
would be seeing these problems 
and not doing anything . 
to 
try to help alleviate them in a 
constructive maimer. 
“ I do feel I made the right 
decision ” 
So now the attractive widow 
who works with the Center for 
Educational Opportunities 
of 
the 
Claremont Colleges has 
entered politics, in a district 
that is 56.2 per cent Republican 
and 
only 
39.5 
per 
cent 
Democratic. 
“ I had not seriously thought 
of entering politics anywhere 
along the line,’ 
she said. ‘ I 
was approached two years ..go 
about running for the Assem- 
oly. That kind of put an idea in 
mv mind, but at the time 
I 
declined. 
“ I was approached a few 


weeks ago by a number of 
Democrats and asked if I would 
consider running.” 
The district, which stretches 
from Ontario in San Bernardino 
County to Eagle Rock on the 
edge of Glendale in Los Angeles 
County, 
has

without 
representation since the death 
earlier this year of Republican 
Glenard Lipscomb. 
I 
discussed

with my 
children. I thought about it long 
and hard and at one point I 
followed the training that had 
been instilled in me by my 
grandmother.

’ It was not an easy decision 
for me.

This is a 
predominantly Republican dis­ 
trict.

concerned citizen who would 
not be in this race, who would 
not go to Congress just to 
represent Democrats, but to 
represent this district.”

WASHINGTON (UPP -Pres­ 
ident Nixon soon must make a 
fateful 
decision 
on what to 
propose when the United States 
and Russia resume strategic 
arms limitation talks in Vienna 
April 16. 
His task is not an easyone.lt 
has 
been 
complicated 
by 
disagreements within his admi­ 
nistration as well as conflicting 
pressures on Capitol Hill. 
More than the fate of Nixon’s 
“ era of negotiations” is at 
stake. 
The 
outcome 
of the 
Soviet - American 
efforts 
to 
agree on limiting and possibly 
reducing strategic nuclear mis­ 
siles may-to take the gloo­ 
miest view—determine whether 
the human race is to survive. 
At the very least, failure to 
halt the spiraling arms race 
will 
mean 
that each nation 
must pour tens of billions of 
dollars more into weapons at 
the expense of urgent domestic 
needs. 
The Russian and American 
delegations at the exploratory 
SALT talks late last year make 
no 
specific 
proposals. They 
confined themselves to explor­ 
ing 
the 
areas 
for possible 
negotiation. The Helsinki ses­ 
sion ended on a note of hope 
with each side professing to 
have found evidence of good 
faith 
in the attitude of the 
other. 
It was generally understood 
by the two sides that at Vienna 
The

bargaining 
by 
talking 
about 
land-based intercontinental bal­ 
listic missiles and the new 
antiballistic missile (ABM).

It was therefore astonishing 
to discover in recent congres­ 
sional 
testimony 
that Rand- 
McNally made the maps too 
short. 
There was no indication as to 
whose 
fault 
it was—whether 
Rand 
perhaps 
misplaced 
a 
decimal 
point 
or 
whether 
McNally may have misread his 
sextant. 


Nevertheless, we have it from 
no less an authority than the 
Hon. 
William 
Pat Jennings, 
clerk of the House of Represen­ 
tatives, that this venerable firm 
of cartographers undershot its 
measurements. 
Permit me to back up here 
and explain the importance of 
cartographical 
exactitude 
to 
memt>ers of the House. 
For his first trip back home 
every 
year, 
each 
lawgiver 
receives a travel allowance of 
20 cents a mile, round trip, 
between 
Washington and his 
constituency. 
(Subsequent 
monthly 
trips 
also go on the expense but 
under a different arrangement 
that needn’t involve us now.) 


In fis< al 1970, the legislative 
budget provided $180,000 for 
these journeys. But the fiscal 
1971 budget currently under 
consideration carries $200,000. 
In other words, the same 
number of congressmen will be 
making the same number of 
trips to the same places at the 
same 20-cent mileage rate. But 
the cost will be $20,000 more. 
Which was something of a 
puzzlement 
until 
Jennings 
cleared it up at an Appropria­ 
tions subcommittee hearing. 


In computing the allowances,

I’m sure Rand-McNally will 
feel pretty sheepish when it 
learns about its error. And I 
assume 
it 
will immediately 
redraw all of its maps to make 
them 
10 per cent longer.

New districts 


Appoint a nine - member air pollution control com m is­ 
sion representing all major county areas, with each district 
having a sort of local advisory group to handle forthcoming 
problem s. 


Set up a control district which would take in only the south 
coast of Santa B arbara County as an attachment to the Ventura 
f ounty Air Pollution Control D istrict which has beennewly ac­ 
tivated. 
Control' is the key word to any solution of this problem 
and certainly some of the present alternatives under sugges­ 
tion will only provide, at the best, very minimum control of 
those responsible for the pollution. 


We do not profess to be experts in this field, but we realize 
that experts are needed, and needed now, before the situation 
gets any worse. 
We strongly suggest that the County Board of Supervisors 
act immediately to implement solutions to the findings of the 
State report utilizing strong and effective controls of the pol­ 
lution of our air.

Santa 
Barbara 
Metropolitan 
Transit D istrirt, still operating in red 
ink with new government - financed buses 
after more than three years, is making 
noises construed bv some as indicating 
possibility ol maneuvering for a tax 
levy boost.

But to get ba< k to taxing districts 
and more taxing districts, we thought of 
the area in the county which is growing 
fastest and where the tax penalties are 
proliferating. We looked at Goleta Val­ 
ley which has some of the highest code 
area tax rates in the county and picked 
out lsla Vista as a good sample area 
where taxpayers are paying to the tune of 
$10.71 per $100 assessed valuation this 
year and might wind up paying another 50 
or 60 or 68 cents more next year just 
on the basis of 
more law enforcement 
costs alone. 
The lsla Vista rate, like other high 
Goleta Valley rates, is at its high level 
largely because there are so many spe­ 
cial districts in the 11 
square area. 
The school district taxes total $6.59 
and the county rate is $2.32.

North Caorlinian Thomas G. Jolley, 
26, is in the news. 
In the first in­ 
stance of its kind, Jolley has been 
declared “ an alien of undetermined cit­ 
izenship,” subject to deportation, by the 
Immigration Appeals Board for the re­ 
nouncing his U.S. citizenship in an effort 
to avoid the draft, doing so in Canada 
in 1967. 
Where Jolley will go, if you care, 
is not known. 
But the far more con­ 
sequential story of citizenship renounce­ 
ment (in Russia) by Lee Harvey Oswald, 
the alleged assassin of President John 
F. Kennedy, 
rem ains largely buried 
and still untold. 
A 
Santa 
Ana, 
C a 1 i f., Superior 
Court clerk routinely 
issued Oswald pass­ 
port No. 1733242 on 
September 10, 1959. 
Only 16 days later 
Oswald sailed from 
New Orleans to Le 
Havre aboard the S. 
S. Marion Lykes. He 
disem barked 
Oct­ 
ober 8 and reached 
London the next day. 
Oswald claimed to Southampton im­ 
m igration officials that he was en route 
to the Albert Schweitzer College at 
Churwalden, 
Switzerland, to enroll. 
Within hours, instead, he flew to Hel­ 
sinki, Finland. 
He arrived in Moscow 
October 
16. 
But he made no move 
toward our Embassy for more than 
two weeks. 
Our Embassy is on 
the 
circular 
boulevard known as Sadovoye Ring. 
It 
is fronted by a dingy courtyard, wrought- 
iron gates and three observation posts 
from which the Soviet KGB secret po­ 
lice can photograph everyone who comes 
in and out. 
On October 31, a Saturday, Oswald 
appeared there. 
Speaking calmly, he 
said to the receptionist, “ I have come 
to dissolve my American citizenship.” 
She immediately summoned Second Sec­ 
retary Richard E. Snyder, the senior 
consular official. 
He invited Oswald 
into his office. Foreign Service Officer 
John A. McVicker, Snyder’s assistant, 
was present. 
Both are long and favor­ 
ably known to me. 
Snyder has told me he found Oswald 
“ neatly and very presentably dressed 
-n o beatnik.” 
He also immediately 
sensed Oswald’s arrogance. 
“ He took 
charge of the conversation from the 
beginning,” Snyder said. 
Oswald tossed his passport on Snyder’s 
desk. 
Snyder noticed that he had inked 
over the space that would have shown 
his U.S. address. Then came the crusher. 
Snyder saw that Oswald's Russian visa 
(No, 403339) had expired. Most except­ 
ionally, the Russians had substituted, 
insteaid, a U,S,S.R. Identity Document 
(No. 311479). 
This gave Oswaid the 
run of the Soviet Union. 


Oswald coolly announced that he knew 
our law’s citizenship renouncement p ro 
visions and “ did not want to hear them 
reviewed.” 
Then he pulled out a re­ 
nouncement statem ent he had prepared 
and signed it, 
Snyder took this and the 
passport, 
Oswald told Snyder and McVicker 
that his “ principal reason” was 
“ I 
am a M arxist,” said he had already 
applied for Soviet citizenship (one of 
the innumerable things he later denied), 
had long admired the Soviet’s system 
and policies, and had voluntarily told 
the Soviet officials that he “ desired 
to serve the Soviet state.” 
Employing required State Department 
procedure, Snyder urged the American 
to reconsider his citizenship renounce- 
ment decision for at least a few days, 
But Oswald never returned to the Em­ 
bassy. 


Instead, Snyder re»eived (November 
9) a handwritten letter from him on 
Metropole Hotel stationery, dated Nov­ 
ember 3, confirming his decision. From 
then until November 30Snyder repeatedly 
ried to reach Oswaid but Oswald refused 
o talk to anyone from our Embassy, 
The next thing our Embassy knew 
about Oswald, until he suddenly appeared 
there without warning on July 8, 1961 
— a year and eight months later — 
was an undated letter from him from 
Minsk, postm arked Feb. 5, 1961. 


In it Oswald demanded the return 
to liirn of his passport and was suf­ 


ficiently well advised by somebody in 
the Soviet Union to blandly announce 
he was legally entitled to have it re­ 
newed. 
Oswald was right. 
In 1958 .he Sup­ 
rem e Court, alas, decided two cases 
— Kent v. Dulles and Dayton v. Dulles 
which invalidated the Secretary of 
State’s authority to deny, or refuse 
to extend, passports to Communists 
and those “ going abroad to advance 
that movement.” 
Accordingly, Oswald

The question of what Lompoc is to do 
with its two auto dismantling yards is a 
nagging one. In October the yards, one 
located on North Second Street, the oth­ 
er on West Laurel Avenue, must move. 
Where is not exactly certain. Efforts 
have been under way for several years 
to find new sites that would meet the 
test of environmental propriety. At the 
moment the two yards are a communi­ 
ty blight, but th ere’s more to it than 
m ere reluctance on the part of the opera­ 
tors to make their neighbors like them. 
The operators want very much to be 
liked. 
Both 
yards have 
piled junk car hulks 
two and three tiers 
high and the streets 
in front more often 
than not have a string 
of “ dead” cars that 
anonymous 
citizens 
have deposited when 
no one was looking. 
Part of the problem 
has been the are a ’s 
reliance on the dismantling yards for the 
disiiosal of junk cars that would other­ 
wise litter the highways andbywayseven 
more than they do now. The m ajor part 
of the problem is the economics. 
It costs money to remove the junk 
cars to Los Angeles or elsew here for 
conversion as scrap metal and the pro­ 
fits, if any, are slender. But there is 
another aspect to the problem. The opera­ 
tors would normally try to recover such 
parts as generators, batteries, starters, 
wheels, etc. But the cost of labor to 
remove the parts, the cost of labor to 
rebuild the various components, and the 
vagaries of the market for such parts, 
have all combined to encourage the stack­ 
ing of cars against the day when a buy­ 
e r comes along for a part or against 
the day when the operators can per­ 
sonally salvage a particular part. In 
other words, the stacked cars represent 
a possibly important economic inventory 
parts. 
Neither of the city’s two operators 
or the two of them together have appar­ 
ently enough capital to finance the cost 
of an efficient car crusher (so the 
car will take up less spaced. The two op­ 
erato rs have also looked with some 
anxiety at proposals that would require 
the complete fencing or shielding of the 
yard from the public view. No figures 
have been pinned down for the cost be­ 
cause no one up to now has had a con­ 
crete notion of how much land would 
. have to be fenced. 
T hree or four sites for relocation of 
the two yards have been studied, but only 
one — on Highway 1, north of Lompoc 
— has stood the test of time. There are 
those who contend that the auto disman- 
tlers have not (tone enough on their own 
to find alternate sites and at the same 
time a form er planning commission de­ 
cided that the city had some moral 
obligation to aid the hunt. This last 
since the city in effect had zoned the 
present locations out of existance. 
I he two operators have tried to find 
other locations in vain. Each of them 
had a common desire to be located 
close - in where street traffic would 
find it convenient to buy. 
At the moment the county planning 
commission is studying a site on city - 
county property on H arris Grade, but 
even that site has some disadvantages. 
Some weeks ago Lompoc Planning 
C ommission considered the proposal on 
referral from the county body. Com­ 
m issioner Sol Lefkowitz however, called 
the attention of his fellow com m ission­ 
e rs to the fact that Highway 1 as it goes 
over H arris Grade has been designated 
a scenic route. In his view, the city 
had to consider the possibility that the

T here is another proposal, however 
that has never been adequately explored. 
That is one that would utilize a remote 
canyon for the storage of the junk 
hulks. 
Lefkowitz has taken the lead in advo­ 
cating a study of the proposal. “ There 
are many canyons around the city where 
the wrecking yards could have much 
needed working area. I heartily endorse 
this type of location, and will endorse 
any assistance possible to the w reckers 
in getting them established in suitable 
canyon areas easily available to custom­ 
e rs looking for p arts.” 
Lefkowtiz is to be commended for his 
efforts and particularly for his sharp­ 
ness in calling for a review of the 
Highway 1 site in view of the scenic 
highway factor. 
Somewhere in the welter of proposals 
is one or two that could gain the sup­ 
port of all factions.
